Madrid, Dec. 27. 
HE Marfhal Duke of Berwick fer 
out the 18th Inftant for France, but it 
being judg’d proper that the Fron- 
tiers of Arragon fhould not be left 
without fo brave and experienc’d a 
General, he ftopp’d there to give neceflary Orders 
and to provide for the fecurity of the Quarters. The 
King being defirous to reward the Fidlity and great 
Services of the Inhabitants of the Town of San-Cle- 
mente in la Mancha, where during the laft Cam- 
paigns have been the Head-Quarter of the Artille- 
ry, the Hofpital of the wounded, and the Quarter 
of the Prifoners of War ; and which befides bss fur- 
nifh'd Provifions and Troops, with ail imaginable 
Zeal; his Majefty has conferr’d on that Town the 
Tiile of moft Noble, moft 1.0) al, and moft Faithful, 
and granted it a free Marke: Weekly for ever, with 
afree Fair for 3 Days in the Month of September 
Yearly; confirming !ikewife to the antient Privi- 
ledge granted to the fame Town by the Kings bis 
Predeceffors, namely that it fhall never be alienated 
from the Demefnes of the Crown. The King in 
Confideration of the Services of Don Francifco de 
Zevallos- Villegas, one of the Twenty-four of Jaen, 
has given him the Town of Villares with the Title 
of Vifccant to him and his Defcendants. The 25th 
Don Praucifco Rodriguez de Mendarolqueta-y-Za- 
rate Commiffary-Gencra! of the Crufado, compli- 
mented the King and Queen in the Name of the 
Province of Alava, and made a Prefent of 1500 
Piftoles for the Prince of Afturias. 

From Alcannis in Arragon, Dec. 27. The Capitu- 
lation of the Town and Caftle of Morella, firuate 
6 Leagues from hence, being concluded the 15th, 
the Garrifon march’d out the 17th ro be conducted 
to Tarragona. They confifted of 150 Horfe and 
580 Foot, commanded by a Major-General, two 
Collonels, 20 Captains and as many Lieutenants. 
There were befides, 80 Deferters, who have taken 
on in the Service of the Befiegers ; above 200 Offi- 
cers or Soldiers, French and Spaniards, taken Pri- 
foners in divers Excurfions made by the Garrifon, 


‘who were all reftor'd by virtue of one of the Ar- 


ticles of the Capitulation ; and 300 Inhabitants 
who continued in the Town, after having been dif- 


arm’d, with the reft of the Townfmen. In the 


Place was found a great Quantity of Ammunition 
and Arms, and 1ocooo Meafures of Wheat and 
Barley of 1co Weight each Meafure. The Mar- 
quis d’Arenes Lieutenant Gener], who commanded 
the Troops employ’d in the Siege, appointed Mr. 
Carol to be Governour of the Place with a ftrong 
Garrifon : He is fince come hither, and has quar- 
ter'd his Troops in this Town. We have Advice 
from the Kingdom of Valencia, thar Preparations 
were making there for fome new Enterprize : That 
19 Officers bad deferted from Alicant, as did alfo 
feveral Miquelets and Soldiers deily.

The 26:h of jaft Month che Squa- 
dron of Bricifh and Durch Men of Wai srriv’d from 
Leghorne at Vado, where the Troops deiign'd for 
Catalonia have been imbark’d 3 Days; fo that they 
wait only for a fair Wind co fail for Barcelona. 
Milan, Jan. 7. "Vis advis’d from Vado, that the 
Troops for Caralonia are fail'd ; that is co fay the 
Regiments of Reventlau and Bonefana making 3000 
Men, and the Palatine Foot : The Palatine Horfe 
could mot imbark, aud are returning into this State. 
Tis talk’d, that the faic Fleet wiil not make dire@- 
ly for Barcelona, but firft attempt to reduce Sardig- 
nia by Means of Intelligence with fome Inhabitants 
of that Ifland. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated Jan, 20. 
Vienna, Jan. 4. Prince Eugene declining to go to 
Catalonia, the Emperour offer’d Count Guido Sta- 
remberg the Command Prince Eugene was to have 
had there : that General bas accepted it, on Condi- 
tion that he be furnith’d with Troops and Money ne- 
ceflary to enable him to do good Service. The Em- 
erour has commanded Count Gallus to go with all 
jispedition to Holland and England, to follicit the 2 
Maritime Potentateson the fubject of fuccouring 
King Chaales III. The Recruits which the States of 
lower Auftria are to furnifh, are almoft all ready, 
and by the End of this Month will begin their March 


‘for Italy and the Empire. 


Briangon, Jan. 5. The Enemy’s Garrifon of Suza 
give frequent Alarms to this Part of the Country, 
and make the Peafants retire into the Towns with 
theic beft Effects. A Detachment of our Troops 
from Embrun, ftrengthen’d by fome Men from Quey- 
ras and Peroufe, made an Excufion laft Week up ro 
Pignerol, plunder’d feveral Villages 4n the Neigh- 
bourhood of that City, and carry’dof fome Perfons 
of Quality; but as they were returning with their 
Booty, they were on a f{udden fet upon by a great 
Number of the Enemy who lay in Ambuhh near the 
Redoute of Angroque, and forc’d them to quit 
all their Booty, and with the lofs of above 300 
Men to fly to the Mountains. The new Fortificati- 
ons of Peroufe are almoft finifh’d, as are alfo thofe 
of this Place, where are to be the Head Magazines 
of our Army for the enfuing Campaign. 

Grenoble, Jan. 7. The Lofs which our Men fuf- 
fer’'d fome Days ago near the River Clufon, 1s not 
lefs than 500 Men, either kill’d, taken, or drown’d. 
This Week 7 Batrallions march’d from Dauphine 
into Savoy, to fupply the Room of 3 Regiments of
